DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 06-09-2008, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-2 and 4-27 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate the combination of a seal for a rolling bearing, as set forth in claims 1 
and 2, and most significantly requires a separate sealing a separate sealing medium 
being provided between the sealing plate and the hub and the sealing plate being 
internally tightly connected by means of an elastic seal or an elastic medium to the 
housing at least a bracing force of the elastic seal being reduced as the rotational speed 
of the roller bearing ring increases and in claim 2, a separate elastic sealing medium 
being used in a fitting space between the hub and the rim of the sealing cap on the front 
face of the roller beefing, an axial accommodation between the sealing cap and the hub.
